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Senate  releases 
final  proposal

During  an  emergency 
meeting  of  the  Student  Senate, 
President  McKeown  put  forth 
the  final  Senate  proposals  con¬ 
cerning  campus  security. 

The  Senate’s  first 
choice  is  entitled  "Restricted 
Access  Floors”  and  reads,  “a 
few  floors  with  more  access 
restrictions  will  be  provided 
on  campus  for  those  who  feel 
insecure  in  the  present  setting.” 

The  “Restricted  Ac¬ 
cess  Floors”  would  give  stu¬ 
dents  the  option  to  choose  ei¬ 
ther  a  locked  floor  or  an  open 
floor.  This  proposal  will  pro¬ 
tect  the  students  while  main¬ 
taining  the  “open  atmosphere” 
of  the  campus. 

The  second  proposal, 
one  which  is  ploser  to  the  fac¬ 
ulty  model,  is  in  essence  acom- 
plete  managed  key  lock  sys¬ 
tem  with  conditions.  The  Sen¬ 
ate  will  not  endorse  the  final 
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proposal  unless  it  meets  all  or 
these  conditions. 

The  first  condition  is 
the  extension  of  visitation 
hours  until  12:00  a.m.  on  week¬ 
days  and  until  2:00  a.m.  on 
weekends.  Also,  checkpoints 
will  be  set  up  in  Justin  and 
Halas  Halls  in  order  to  assure 
the  safety  of  the  women. 

Under  the  second  con¬ 
dition,  all  SJC  students  will  be 
allowed  into  the  dorms  during 
visitation  after  showing  their 
l.D.  to  the  check  point  staff. 
Non-student  guests  will  be  re¬ 
quired  to  call  up  for  an  escort. 

The  third  condition  is 
that  alarms  will  be  added  to  the 
Justin  side  doors.  None  of  the 
men’s  dorms,  nor  the  Halas 
doors,  will  have  panic  bars  on 
them. 

The  final  conditions 
ensure  that  the  cost  of  a  re¬ 
placement  key  will  not  exceed 
$200  and  provide  for  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  phones  at  all  dorm 
entrances  for  non-student 
guests  to  call  their  host. 
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Tuition  to  rise  for 
1995-96  school  year

As  many  students  al¬ 
ready  know,  tuition,  room, 
and  board  are  going  up  an 
estimated  $950.  This  is  a 
6. 1  %  increase  over  last  year. 

According  to  Dr. 
Albert  Shannon,  President  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  College,  al¬ 
most  all  costs  associated  with 
running  the  college  have  gone 
up  this  past  year. 

“The  Higher  Educa¬ 
tion  Price  Index,  which  mea¬ 
sures  the  cost  of  running  sec¬ 
ondary  education  facilities, 
rose  5.5%  last  year,”  said 
Shannon.  That  rise  must  just 
be  absorbed  by  the  College. 

The  new  money, 
about  $350,000,  will  mainly 
go  to  supplement  the  faculty 
and  staff  raises.  Shannon  said, 
“Here  at  Saint  Joseph’s  Cdi- 
lege,  I  want  to  invest  in  people, 
and  since  the  faculty  and  staff 
have  not  had  a  raise  in  two 
years,  I  will  go  to  the  board 
and  ask  them  for  the  maxi¬ 
mum  raise  that  is  possible.” 


lege  is  still  competitive  with 
other  colleges  in  the  State  of 
Indiana.  Last  year,  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  tuition  was 
$11,200.  Butler  University 
was  $13,130;  DePauw  Uni¬ 
versity  was  $14,500;  and 
Valparaiso  University  was 
$12,250. 

According  to  Shan¬ 
non,  the  departmental  budgets 
will  be  rearranged  in  order  to 
better  serve  the  College  and 
the  students. 

Shannon  also  would 
like  to  add  money  to  the 
College’s  endowment.  An 
endowment  is  money  which 
is  invested  to  raise  interest  to 
be  used  in  the  general  operat¬ 
ing  budget.  The  endowment 
is  currently  less  than  3  million 
dollars,  which  is  a  little  low 
for  a  school  this  size. 

Shannon  said,  “The 
College  is  irva- stable  but  tight 
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financial  position.  I  won  t 
keep  raising  tuition  to  bal¬ 
ance  our  budgets.  Therefore, 
long  term  investments  may

The  research  of  Saint 
Joseph's  students  on  a  Soft¬ 
ware  Engineering  Project  has 
gained  worldwide  feedback. 

The  project  team  is 
comprised  of  Seniors  Edward 
Balas,  Dan  Balia,  Scott 
Maienbrook;  Juniors  Matt 
Davy,  Jodi  Firth,  and  Scott 
Seville;  and  is  under  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  Professor  Brian 
Capouch. 

“The  feedback  we’ve 
received  has  been  positive,” 
said  Balas. 

Direct  feedback  has 
been  received  from  MIT,  Los 
Alamos  National  Laboratory, 
Stanford  University,  and 
Queensland  University  in 
Australia.  Feedback  has  also 
been  received  from  research 


centers  in  many  other  coun¬ 
tries,  including  Singapore, 
Finland,  Denmark,  Germany, 
England,  Japan,  Canada  and 
Peru. 

According  to 
Balas, the  reason  behind  the 
development  of  this  new  plan 
was  to  address  the  problems 
of  information  retrieval  sys¬ 
tems  on  the  Internet,  includ¬ 
ing  World  Wide  Web 
(WWW). 

WWW  uses  only  Uni¬ 
form  Resource  Locators 
(URLs)  as  its  method  for  re¬ 
trieving  information  through 
the  computer. 

Balas’s  documenta¬ 
tion  read  in  part,  “URLs  are  a 
location  and  protocol-specific 
method  of  identifying  and 
Story  continued  on  page  3.

retrieving  an  object."  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  these  URLs  lack  ability 
in  sufficiently  retrieving  ob¬ 
jects. 

According  to  Balas,  the 
insufficiencies  of  URLs,  in¬ 
clude  the  fact  that  "they  are 
dynamic  and  often  change  as 
the  resource  is  moved  or  modi¬ 
fied. 

"The  URL  also  allows 
no  method  of  determining  ob¬ 
ject  equivalence  without  retriev¬ 
ing  the  objects  in  question,” 
contributing  to  difficulties  in 
retrieving  a  resource  (ie.  text, 
pictures,  sound,  smell). 

As  a  result  of  these  dif¬ 
ficulties,  the  Uniform  Resource 
Identifier  Working  Group 
(URI-WG)  within  the  Internet 
Engineering  Task  Force  (IETF) 
has  proposed  a  Uniform  Re¬ 
source  Name  (URN)  and  aUni- 
form  Resource  Characteristic 
(URC)  that  will  operate  with 
the  URL. 

The  reason  for  these 
proposals  is  to  “improve  the 
reliability,  authenticity  and 
uniqueness  of  objects  published 
on  the  Internet.” 

Based  on  this  existing

research  tjie  Software  Engi¬ 
neering  Project  entitled  the 
Uniform  resource  name  Reg¬ 
istration  and  Resolution  Re¬ 
search  Project  (URRRP)  has 
taken  it  a  step  further. 

According  to  Balas, 
this  project  has  implimented 
a  prototype  which  will  solve 
many  of  the  existing  prob¬ 
lems  of  document  retrieval 
and  serve  as  “further  progress 
towards  a  usable  system  to 
the  world.” 

According  to  Balas, 
who  enjoyed  working  with 
his  fellow  teammates,  “the 
goal  of  this  project  is  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  reference  implemen¬ 
tation  of  URI  components 
conforming  to  current  WG 
documents.” 

As  a  result  of  this 
project  Brian  Capouch  will 
be  participating  in  research 
withUSDA. 

Edward  Balas  will 
participate  in  the  Under¬ 
graduate  Student  Research 
Program  at  Los  Alamos  Na¬ 
tional  Laboratory,  and  Matt 
Davy  will  be  working  with 
INDnet  in  Indianapolis.

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Little  5  raises 
drinking  issue

Drinking  has  become  a 
serious  issue  on  campus.  There 
are  many  different  reasons  for 
drinking,  including  stress  and 
sociability.  According  to  “A 
Report  of  Commissions  in 
1 994,”  only  7%  of  students  said 
that  they  had  abstained  from 
drinking  until  they  were  18. 

Colleges  nationwide  are 
trying  to  guide  students  out  of 
the  path  of  drinking,  especially 
binge  drinking.  Saint  Joseph's 
College  is  among  the  colleges 
that  have  worked  at  stabilizing 
this  epidemic. 

Everyone  has  “equal 
rights,”  stated  Vice-President  of 
Student  Affairs,  Bill  Maniscalco, 
if  they  are  mature  in  using  them. 

“This  year,  I  would  like 
to  see  the  activities  of  the  race,

“People  need  to  focus 
on  their  successes— study  and 
fortitude,  not  drinking.  A  drink 
is  okay  if  you  are  of  age;  that's 
why  we  have  Core  XI.  Binge 
drinkers  are  becoming  a  minor¬ 
ity,”  stated  Maniscalco. 

Smaller  colleges  have  a 
better  success  rate  in  overcom¬ 
ing  the  obstacles  of  heavy  drink¬ 
ing  than  larger  ones. . 

Next  year,  there  will  be 
a  new  committee  of  the  Student 
Athletic  Advisory  Council  con¬ 
sisting  of  Professor  Fred  B  urger. 
Father  Tim  Me  Farland  and 
Coach  Lynn  Plett,  which  will 
deal  with  the  issue  of  campus 
drinking  in  accordance  with 
NCAA  legislation. 

“We  are  trying  to  change 
our  individual  policies  of  drink¬ 
ing  into  one  [standard  policy]. 
Currently  there  are  regulations 
for  athletes  not  to  drink,”  said 
Lynn  Plett. 

This  new  committee  will 
work  with  Skip  Shannon,  Cam¬ 
pus  Life  and  Student  Affairs  to 
beat  the  odds  of  binge  drinking.

For  me,  and  some  of  my  fellow 
classmates,  graduation  from  Col¬ 
lege  represents  something  else— 
fear.  I  am  honestly  scared  of  my 
upcoming  graduation  from  Saint 
Joseph's  College. 


Since  I  came  back  to 
campus  in  August  as  a  Fresh¬ 
man  Leader,  I've  thought  about 
this  year-my  final  year  at  Saint 
Joseph's.  Everyone  told  me  that 
my  senior  year  would  be  the 
best  year  of  my  college  career- 
they  were  wrong. 

It  all  started  when,  for 
the  first  time,  I  realized  this  was 
it— the  end.  That  realization  did 
not  really  occur  to  me  until  very 
recently.  It  was  strange  not  to 
have  to  register  for  next  semes¬ 
ter’s  classes  or  go  through  room 
selection.  I  cannot  say  that  I 
missed  standing  in  line,  waiting 
for  my  time  or  my  name  to  be 
called;  all  the  same,  it  felt  strange 
not  to  be  a  participant  in  these 
"student"  events. 

However,  even  still,  I 
did  not  actually  comprehend 
that  the  reason  I  was  not  in¬ 
volved  in  these  annual  proce¬ 
dures  was  because,  for  me  as  a 
senior,  there  are  no  more  classes 
or  room  selections.  For  me,  my 
days  as  a  Saint  Joseph's  College 
student  are  numbered. 

What  really  made  me 
realize  this  was  my  senior  year 
was  Skip’s  speech  at  the  Senior 
Banquet  last  week.  He  gave  the 
seniors  a  list  of  things  to  do 
before  leaving  the  campus  (visit 
the  reflecting  pond,  thank  a 
professor,  go  to  the  Grotto). 
Tears  filled  my  eyes  as,  for  re¬ 
ally  the  first  time,  I  thought  about 
my  upcoming  graduation  and 


my  departure  from  Saint  Joseph's 
College. 

Commencement  should 
be  a  joyful  time-a  time  for 
family  and  friends  to  celebrate 
four  (or  five  or  six)  years  of  hard 
work  on  the  part  of  the  graduat¬ 
ing  senior. 

However,  for  me,  and 
some  of  my  fellow  classmates, 
graduation  from  College  repre¬ 
sents  something  else-fear.  I  am 
honestly  scared  of  my  upcom¬ 
ing  graduation  from  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  College. 

For  four  years,  we  have 
lived  together,  learned  together 
and  grown  together.  We  came 
in  as  scared  eighteen-year  olds. 
Most  of  us  had  never  been  away 
from  home  for  an  extended  pe¬ 
riod  of  time.  Many  of  us  had 
never  shared  a  bedroom  or  a 
bathroom  with  anyone  before. 
Some  of  us  had  never  heard  of 
Shepherd's  Pie,  a  cafeteria  staple 
during  our  first  year. 

Since  then,  we  have 


come  to  enjoy  the  nine  months 
away  from  home.  We  have 
learned  to  eat  purely  for  survival 
in  the  cafeteria.  And  we  have 
come  to  depend  and  rely  on  one 
another.  We  have  become 
friends.  This  is  one  reason  I  am 
afraid. 

What  scares  me  is  that 
my  friends  will  not  be  down  the 
hall  from  me  in  three  weeks.  I 
won’t  be  able  to  eat  dinner  with 
them.  I  won’t  be  able  to  watch 
TV  with  them.  And  I  won't  be 
able  to  just  sit  in  the  hallway  of 
Justin  and  talk  with  them. 

And  it's  all  because  we 
are  leaving  the  shelter  and  secu¬ 
rity  of  Saint  Joseph's  College. 
We  are  leaving  this  microcosm 
of  reality  to  venture  into  our 
separate  lives,  our  separate  ex- 
istances,  in  different  parts  of  the 
country. 

It  scares  me  to  think  that 
for  the  first  time  in  four  years,  I 
will  be  alone. 

It  scares  me  that  I  do  not 


know  where  I  will  be  come  May 
7.  Not  having  heard  from  gradu¬ 
ate  schools  yet,  I  do  not  know 
where  I  will  be  in  August.  In 
years  past,  I  always  had  the 
security  of  knowing  I  would  be 
in  good  old  Rensselaer.  That 
security  is  gone  aftergraduation. 

It  is  easy  to  say  we  will 
write  to  and  call  one  another. 
Maybe  we  will  even  get  together 
for  a  future  Homecoming,  class 
reunion  or  Little  500.  But  abso¬ 
lutely  nothing  will  compare  to 
the  four  years  we  spent  together 
at  Saint  Joseph's  College. 

Nothing  will  come  close 
to  touching  those  memories  we 
share,  those  jokes  we  have  and 
the  thought  that,  for  four  years 
of  our  young  lives,  we  lived  and 
worked  and  grew  together.

Last  weekend  marked  the  end 
of  the  Winter/Spring  soccer  season  for 
both  the  men’s  and  women's  teams 
This  off-season  competition,  which  the 
NCAA  limits  to  four  tournaments  per 
team,  was  one  of  ups  and  downs  for 
both  Puma  squads. 

The  season  began  Feb.  18 
when  the  Saint  Joseph's  teams  hosted 
their  annual  indoor  tournament  at  the 
Rec  Center.

Senior  finishes  career  at  SJC  as  rookie  driver  in  Little  500

While  most  seniors  are 
counting  down  the  days 
graduation,  some  are  awaiting  the 
last  big  celebration  of  the  year,  the 
Annual  Little  500  Race.

the  race^  Senior  Molly  Boyle  will 
enter  the  ranks  of  the  drivers  as  a

Boyle  said  her  reasons  for 


entering  the  race  this  year  are 
simple;  after  being  on  a  pit  crew 
for  the  last  two  years,  she  felt  like 
getting  more  involved  in  the  race 
by  driving  her  own  go-cart  because 
it  is  her  last  year  as  a  student  here 
at  Saint  Joseph’s  College.

“Experience  is  a  benefit.” 

Although  Boyle  is  the  only 
female  driver  in  this  year’s  race, 
she  does  not  think  that  the  other 
drivers  have  found  that  to  be  an 
advantage  for  them.  “I  don’t  think 
the  other  drivers  have  blown  me 
off,  so  to  speak,  just  because  I  am 
a  female  driver.  I’m  driving  with 
a  team,  and  that  issue  hasn’t  really 
come  into  consideration.”

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Sponsors:  help  keep  the  cost  of  racing  down

Little  500  is  ap¬ 
proaching  rapidly  and  the  ex¬ 
citement  can  be  felt  permeat¬ 
ing  the  air  around  the  Saint 
Joseph’s  campus.  But  what 
would  this  Puma  tradition  be 
without  the  drivers  who  take 
it  upon  themselves  to  ensure 
that  the  race  will  go  on? 

Many  students  are  in¬ 
timidated  both  by  the  money 
and  skills  they  believe  must 
be  in  hand  to  even  consider¬ 
ing  being  a  driver.  This  has 
led  to  a  decline  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  student  drivers  this 
year. 

But  according  to  two 
veteran  drivers,  senior  Ed 
Balas  and  junior  Matt  Davy, 
this  needn’t  be  the  case  for 
future  kart  races. 

Thefe  "are  basic  ail  ly 
two  levels  of  commitment  to 
a  race  by  the  driver  based  on 
whether  or  not  they  want  to 

- r -  - 

rent  or  buy  a  kart  for  the  race. 


Messman’s  Road, 
Track,  and  Trail  in  town  rents 
out  its  karts  for  $200,  not  in¬ 
cluding  the  suit,  helmet, 
gloves,  and  neck  roll.  All  of 
that  together,  if  the  equipment 
is  bought  used,  costs  around 
$300. _ 

"Most  of  the  time 
used  preparing  for 
the  race  is  finding 
sponsors." _ 

But  if  aspiring  drivers 
want  to  make  an  investment, 
like  Balas  and  Davy  have 
both  done,  they  can  buy  their 
karts  anywhere  from  $  1 500  to 
$2500.  Davy  suggests  only 
doing  this  if  one  is  planning 
on  using  or  racing  the.  kart 
elsewhere  in  the  future. 

.  But  the  thing  most 
people  don’t  realize  about  all 
the  costs  is  how  they  can  be 
covered  by  various  sponsors. 
Bellas  says  the' best  way  to  go 
about  things  is  to  approach 


them  around  Thanksgiving 
for  your  initial  contact.  In  this 
contact,  Balas  feels  it  is  best 
to  tell  them  “why  you  need 
the  money,  the  where  and 
when  of  the  race,  and  what  the 
sponsor  will  get  for  their  par¬ 
ticipation.” 

After  that,  you  must 
remember  to  fill  them  in  on 
what  is  going  on  since  they 
are  now  part  of  your  team.  A 
good  follow-up  time  to  con¬ 
tact  them  is  around  Decem¬ 
ber.  From  there,  Balas  feels 
it  is  best  to  “play  it  by  ear 
from  there.” 

According  to  Davy, 
good  places  to  solicit  spon¬ 
sors  on  campus  are  from  any 
“clubs,  classes,  dorms,  or  fac¬ 
ulty  members.”  There  are  lots 
of  companies  in  town  to  ask 
about  sponsorship  and  the 
alumni  also  can  be  a  good 
source  of  sponsors.  Davy 
feels  “most  of  the  time  used 
-preparing  for  the  race  is  find¬ 
ing  sponsors.” 


"Attorney  General  Carter  to 
speak  at  commencements

On  November  3, 
1992,  Pamela  Fanning 
Carter  was  elected  as 
Indiana’s  first  African 
American  and  first  woman 
Attorney  General.  At  that 
time,  she  was  also  the  first 
African-American  in  the 
U.S.  to  be  elected  Attorney 
General  on  the  state  level. 

Attorney  General 
Carter  was  raised  and  re¬ 
sides  in  Indianapolis  where 
she  graduated  from  St. 
Agnes  Academy.  She  re¬ 
ceived  her  B.A.  in  Social 
Work  and  Pre-Law  at  the 
University  of  Detroit,  De¬ 
troit,  Michigan  and  went  on 
to  get  her  law  degree  at  the 
University  of  Michigan, 
Ann  Arbor. 


Attorney  General 
Carter  began  her  career  in 
1984  as  a  trial  attorney  and 
enforcement  attorney.  In 
1988,  she  worked  as  an  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Assistant  and 
Deputy  Chief  of  Staff  to 
Governor  Evan  Bayh.  Fi¬ 
nally,  in  1992  she  joined  the 
Indianapolis  law  firmiof 
Baker  and  Daniels.  While 
she  practiced  law  there  she 
also  successfully  cam¬ 
paigned  for  the  Office  of 
Attorney  General. 

There  are  many  is¬ 
sues  which  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral  Carter  stands  for.  For 
example.  Carter  is  a  strong 
supporter  for  victim’s 
rights  and  was  successful  in 
passing  the  Victims  of 
Crime  Constitutional 


Amendment  in  the  spring 
of  1994.  Another  policy 
which  Attorney  General 
Carter  is  involved  in  is  the 
Medicaid  Fraud  Control 
Unit.  Her  biggest  achieve¬ 
ment  in  this  area  was  win¬ 
ning  a  dispute  against  Na¬ 
tional  Medical  Enterprises 
in  which  almost  $4  million 
were  recovered  in  Medic¬ 
aid  overpayments. 
Attorney  General  Carter 
has  received  many  awards 
for  her  years  of  service  to 
the  public.  For  example, 
she  has  received  the  First 
Woman  Award  by  the 
Valparaiso  Law  School, 
was  named  by  Ebony 
Magazine  as  one  of  the 
nation’s  1 00  Most  Influen¬ 
tial  African-American. 


The  more  sponsors 
you  are  able  to  pick  up,  the 
more  likely  the  drivers  won’t 
have  to  pay  any  money  out  of 
their  own  pockets. 

Beer  company  spon¬ 
sorship  has  been  questioned 
before,  but  the  drivers  are  al¬ 
lowed  to  have  them  if  they  are 
over  21  and  make  sure  the 
drivers  stress  the  importance 
of  wise  drinking,  such  as  the 
slogan,  “Know  when  to  say 
when.” 

Both  Balas  and  Davy 
agree  that  the  race  must  be 
taken  seriously  by  the  drivers 
because  of  the  learning  expe¬ 
rience  involved  with  such  an 


activity.  But  Davy  also 
stresses  to  an  extent  the  need 
to  relax  and  have  fun. 

Endurance  and  con¬ 
centration,  mixed  with  a  good 
pace,  are  needed  to  finish  the 
three  hour  race,  but  just  about 
anyone  can  do  it.  Davy  was 
just  hoping  to  finish  as  a 
rookie  last  year  and  ended  up 
winning  the  race. 

Safety  is  a  major  con¬ 
cern  and  must  be  treated  very 
seriously,  but  according  to 
Davy,  the  “chances  of  getting 
hurt  during  the  race  are  no 
greater  than  the  chance  you 
take  when  you  drive  any  other 
time.”
